O’Gorman Says the Carriers 
Egged Britain On. 


Thinks They Are Back of 
the Canal Rate Row. 


Lodge Fears Hague Would 
Rule Against Us. 


(SY A. P. NIGHT WIRE TO THE TIMES.) 


WASHINGTON, July 17.—Senator 
O'Gorman of New York, in debate 
today on the Panama Canal Dill, 
charged that railroad influence was 
behind Great Britain's protest against 
the bill, and joined with Senator 
Lodge in declaring that the United 
States poswessed full rights under the 
British treaty to give free pasage to 
ships of American register. 

Lodge favored a bill to rebate the 
tolls to American ships, while Sena- 
tor O'Gorman said the United States 
pousessed the full right to cive Amer- 
Jan vessel free passage if desired. 
Senator Lodge contended that if the 
case went to The Hague, the United 
States probably would lose. 


EMPHATIC SUPPORT. 


The support today for the provision 
free to American ships 
against which Great Britain has pro- 
tested, was the most emphatic since 
the Senate began consideration of the 
dill. O'Gorman, Cummins and others 
said that if the United States had to 
construe the treaty literally in giving 
the ships of all nations equal treat- 
ment it would, by the terms of the 
treaty, be prevented from protecting 
the canal in case of war. 


IN CASE OF WAR. 


“Tlf a Japanese fleet entered the 
western end of the canal,” said Sena- 
tor Reed, “bent upon passing through 
to attack the city of New York, the 
United States would have no right 
under wuch a construction of the 
treaty to take any steps against it.“ 

Senetor Burton of Ohio said that 
war would suspend operation of the 
treaty. 

FOR A NEUTRAL CANAL. 


Senator McCumber in attacking the 
free provision, conceded that it was 
his belief the canal would have to 
remain neutral even in time of war 
and that the United States would 
be forbidden by the Hay-Pauncefote 
treaty from taking immediate meas- 
ures to block or use the canal for its 
own protection.

Senator Lodge raised the question 
whether the United States would have 
a right to interfere if another country 
ghould undertake to pay the tolls of 
its ships when passing through the 
canal.

His statement, 
printed in The Times of Tuesday 
morning, had sunk deep into the 
minds and consciences of the people 
of Los Angeles who knew him person- 


progressive movement 
had declared them traitors and 
crooks, and had charged them with 
the most despicable of bad faith, Earl 
and Lissner, with a few of their satel- 
lites, arrogantly adopted the plan of 
wiring him a night letter, calling him 
an ingrate and demanding that he re- 
sign.

And not the least of their trouble was 
due to the fact that the letter of the 
Senator denouncing them appeared 
first in The Times. Not one of their 
own papers had printed it, yet they 
abused the absent Senator because he 
gave it to The Times Washington cor- 
respondent. He probably knew what 
to expect had the letter been sent to 
any of the Johnsonite press. 

“Let him resign,” said Lee C. Gates, 
attorney for the Title Insurance and 
Trust Company, State Senator and 
member of the Corporation, Banking 
and Taxation and Revenue commit- 
tees of the State Senate. “Tell him 
to resign and come home. This is a 
nice way to treat the people who 
made him United States Senator, isn't 
it? And to select such a medium to 
make his sentiments public in—that 
is the worst of it.“ 

Finally they framed the dispatch 
and then Charles H. Treat, who is sec- 
retary of the oil company of which 
Gates is president, and Tom Hughes 
of San Pedro (another Lissner man) 
vice-president, was sent around to 
supposed Lissner men to get them to 
sign it. He met former State Sena- 
tor Bulla, who has been a progressive 
Republican ever since 1897, and asked 
him to sign it, and others, including 
the leaders at the conference, rein- 
forced Treat's request.

Every one of the thirty-one renegades in the Assembly was rewarded 
with good committee appointments, these being held back at the dictation of 
Gov. Johnson until after the vote was taken. And in the Senate the turncoats 
fared similarly well at the hand of Lieut.-Gov. Wallace. 

The Times protested at the time against the shameless violation of statute 
law, honorable obligation, and plighted faith, by which Johnson, Lissner and 
Stimson secured the election of Works. It was to some extent a surprise 
to The Times that Judge Works, who on the Supreme bench and as presi- 
dent of the Los Angeles Council had earned the good opinion of his fellow- 
men, should accept a toga befouled with such trickery. 

But John D. Works is nevertheless a man with a conscience and fearless 
in his actions. He draws the line at political larceny. He will not join those 
who engineered his election in the audacious proposition to use the machin- 
ery of the Republican party to defeat the nominees of the Republican party. 

And because Senator Works will not obey the orders of the Johnson- 
Lissner-Stimson triumvirate, and wallow in a mire of moral turpitude, 
they practically say to him, “We elected you in defiance of law. Now you 
refuse to follow us in more brazen and villainous defiance of law. We stole 
a Senatorsiiip for you, and now you condemn our proposed theft of the elec- 
toral vote of California—so get out, resign; we have no further use for you.” 

That is the substance of the telegram sent by the Johnson-Lissner- 
Stimson crew to Senator John D. Works. They use more diplomatic but 
equally plain language in their telegram. They say that “the progressive 
sentiment of California demands that the Taft vote of California shall be 
counted for Roosevelt, and that since Works is “out of harmony” with this 
progressive sentiment of the progressive party which elected him, it is his 
duty “to resign and come home” so that Gov. Johnson can appoint in his 
place somebody who will obey: the progressive sentiment that favors po-

Charter Revision. 


DEAS DIFFER 
ON FRANCHISES. 


NEW YORK AUTHORITY URGES 
CITY OWNERSHIP. 
Railway Official Says Application 
of This Idea Would Make Neces- 
sary Improvements Impossible. 
Leases of Water Frontage and 


Further consideration of harbor 
provisions in the proposed new city 
charter, and discussion of franchises 
for public utilities, made the pro- 
Zramme of the City Board of Free- 
holders’ meeting last night. 

E. P. Goodrich, consulting enginee 
for the harbor, explained his objec- 
tions to some of the provisions placed 
in the draft of the charter. He be- 
lieves a more liberal provision should 
be made for the leasing of lands on 
the water frontage. | 
“If the city wins the tidelands 
suits,” said Goodrich, and the 
changes in harbor lines that we desire 
are made, approximately five miles of 
frontage in Wilmington will be owned 
by the municipality. I believe in mu- 
nicipal ownership of the water front- 
age, but municipal operation is an- 
other question, and if you persist in 
attempting to carry this idea out, you 


will greatly restrict your industrial 
development.“ 
The speaker recommended that 


provision be made for the granting of 
short-term icases on the water front 
to steamship companies. He believes 
the proposed franchises or leases 
should be put up to public bidding, 
and that thirty years is none too long 
for industrial leases. He agreed to 
submit a statement in writing to the 
secretary of the Board of Freeholders, 
embodying his suggestions. 

Dr. Delos Wilcox of New York, an 
authority on franchises, gave a com- 
prehensive review of the development 
of the indeterminate franchise idea 
and its application in various places, 
showing that at least five varieties are 
now in use. In his opinion a fran- 
chise of this character that does not 
provide for the purchase of the util- 
ity when the franchise is terminated 
leaves the holder in a strongly-en- 
trenched position. 

His theory is that the ultimate mu- 
nicipal ownership of all public utilities 
that occupy the streets, and of all 
terminals, is the correct policy, and he 
urged that provision should be made 
whereby the debt limit should be so 
fixed that debts for the acquisition of 
public utilities should be excluded, or 
that the utility itself should be the 
security for the special debt, and that 
the city should be allowed to take 
over utilities subject to the indebted- 
ness then existing. 

Dr. Wilco Was invited to prepare a 
model franchise provision for the 
charter, and also an ordinance for the 
proposed administrative code. If pos- 
sible, this will be presented at the 
meeting tomorrow night. 
Vice-President Shoup of the Pa- 
cific Electric company spoke briefly on 
the points raised by Dr. Wilcox. Un- 
der the provisions proposed, he be- 
lie ves there is not the slightest pos- 
sibility of the Pacific Electric, or any 
other company. being able to obtain 
money to construct the subways and 
terminals that are needed by this city. 
He declared that it would be unfair 
for the city to provide that the ter- 
minals of interurban lnes and those 
portions of such lines within the city 
may be taken over, leaving such com- 
pagies with simply their outside lines

Picturesque Promoter of Ou and 

Hog Enterprises Says He is Not a 

Bankrupt. 

James C. Yancey, oll operator and 
discoverer and versatile promoter of 
a score of enterprises, asserted yes- 
terday that the New York and Bakers- 
field men, who have filed a petition 
to have him adjudged bankrupt won't 
even make a start’ when the case 
comes up in court the latter part of 
the month. He says that it is an 
effort on the part of a number of 
millionaires to “clean him.” 

“They may do it, too.“ he said last 
night, “but they haven't a chance to 
show that I am bankrupt.” Yancey 
says he owns an undivided half-in- 
terest in a tract of timber land worth 
$300,000, a thousand valuable hogs) 
and other valuable assets, and that 
the claims against him aggregate only 
$4000, these being really claims 
against the firm of Barusdall & Yan- 
ow and not against Yancey person- 

ly. 

Yancey says that the mule-foot hog 
enterprise, Which he launched in Im- 
perial Valley a year ago, was not only 
legitimate, but a first-class business 
proposition. He says he paid as high 
as $200 each for high-bred hogs in 
Indiana, and that the purchasers of 
the hogs now refuse to sell for less 
than twice what they paid. 

“I've been the fall guy ever since 
I began to do business with these mil- 
lionaires,” said Yancey. Every deal 
we made was fixed so that if we won 
we would split the winnings; if we 
lost, I had to foot the bills.

Patriotic, 
OCAL CHINESE 
TO BUY BONDS. 


The Chinese of this city, through 
of 


Justice, yesterday began active 
preparations to raise $150,000 for 
the relief of the financial stringency 
in China. A great tent will be erect- 
ed tomorrow on a tract of vacant 
ground in Chinatown, facing Los 
Angeles streets, where meetings win 
be held every night during the next 
month. Chinese orators will en- 
deavor to induce all Chinese, rich 
and poor, to donate one month's 
wages, or income, to replenish the 
Chinese treasury. The Chinese gov- 
ernment will immediately issue 
bonds, in denominations of from $5 
to $1000, to be sold among the Chi- 
nese people in all parts of the world. 
Some of these bonds will be sent 
to this city. If the movement proves 
successful, the government will is- 
sue $400,000,000 bonds and abandon 


foreign loan, to which the Chinese 
have vigorously objected because of 
the proposed foreign supervision of 
China’s treasury and expenditures. 

The Chinese-American League of 
Justice yesterday appointed three 
men to tour the cities of the South- 
west in the interest of the new plan. 
They will hold meetings in every 
Chinese colony of the Southwest, en- 
deavoring to induce all Chinese to 
advance one month's income to aid 
the government. So far, it is claimed, 
the plan has met with no opposition, 
and many Chinese have promised to 
contribute. The Chinese expect to 
raise $50,000,000 in the United 
States, Mexico, Canada and South 
America. From the Hawallan Is!- 
ands and other sources it is believed 
$25,000,000 more will be subscribed 
and in China 2200,00, has been 
promised. Up to noon yesterday, the

SINCE THE PRIMARY. 


TAsts to Close for September Elec- 
tion in Fourteen Days With Nearly 
Fifty Thousand Yet to Be Added 
to the Big DBook—May Have 
Counted Too Many Noses. 


What is the matter with the voters 
of Los Angeles county? That's the 
question that the officials at the Court- 
hoyse, who have charge of registration 
are asking.

“We have probably overestimated 
the total number of voters in the 
city and county,” said Deputy County 
Clerk McAleer, in charge 
registration bureau.

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TAFT’S INCREASING 
STRENGTH. 

Since the Cbicago convention ad- 
journed there has been a great deal of 
loudly proclaimed opinion as to the help- 
lessness of President Taft's cause. These 
expressions come mostly from the little 
coterie of self-confessed tricksters, with 
T. R. at their head, who first attempted to 
fool the people by contests for convention 
delegates where no grounds for contests 
existed. As was to be expected, these at- 
tempts to ridicile the Taft chances came 
also from the ranks that followed the free- 
trade flag carried by the New Jersey school 
master. 

Let us discount all the effort to mislead 
the people, and to draw away from the 
President the votes of that too numerous 
class of citizens who, void of principle or 
knowledge of politics, are guided simply 
by the unpatriotic and foolish policy of be- 
ing on the winning side. There is a large 
wavering vote of this kind in the country 
always sought after by politicians through 
all sorts of devious insincerity. But waiv- 
ing all this, the facts as they appear to the 
careful observer compel the acknowledg- 
ment that the Taft political wave touched 
Ita lowest ebb at the close of the Chicago 
convention, and that the Wilson flood 
reached its highest point at the adjourn- 
ment of the Baltimore gathering. As for 
Col. Roosevelt's prospects to accomplish 
anything but the disruption of his own 
party and to lend some ald to the enemies 
of the Republican party, there was never 
anything in his chances. He probably 
knew this as well as any one else when 
he bolted at Chicago and he probably real- 
izes it better than any one else as the days 
go by. That knowledge need not and will 
not take the Oyster Bay Marplot out of the 
political field, but rather keep him in it. 
He seems to have but two clear-cut lines 
of policy before him. One is to keep him- 
self as the most spectacular figure in the 
public eye, and the other to do all he can 
to ruin his whilom friend and his chosen 
candidate for the Presidency of four years 


ago. 

In the days that have passed since the 
adjournment of the two national conven- 
tions, a steady current of public opinion bas 
been setting towards President Taft.

| “Water, water everywhere, and not & 
drop to drink.” The city will not be prepared 
to take care of a single gallon of aqueduct 
water on the ist of next March, the day 
when 324,000,000 gallons from the Owens 
River will be ready for delivery every twenty- 
four hours. Not one practicable step has been 
taken by the present Public Service Com- 
mission to get this water to customers, al- 
though the demand for it has been shown 
ip public meetings and by letters to be 80 
insistent that there is no question of the 
market being ready for the goods, and al- 
though complete plans were made two 
years ago. 

Business men and large taxpayers are 
already beginning to ask what is to be 
done with the water, what provision is be- 
ing made for the large public revenue pos- 
sible to be had from its sale, and what is 
the matter with the board that has under 
its contro] the distribution. 

All the new board has done so far has 
been to order the construction of the Frank- 
lin Canyon reservoir tunnels, as prepared 
for by the predecessors of the present mem- 
bers of the commission. These tunnels 
will be part of any distnibution scheme, of 
course, but they will be of no immediate 
use except to take care of the 32,400,000 
gallons a day that shall be delivered to 
Los Angeles to supplement the present sup- 
ply from the Los Angeles River, and this 
is for the city alone—just one-tenth of the 
total volume of water to be delivered at 
the San Fernando reservoir at the south- 
ern portal of the aqueduct. 

When the members of the Mayor’s new 
commission went into office they found a 
comprehensive plan submitted two years 
before by Chief Engineer Mulholland and 
supplemented last November, in which he 
distinctly omitted Pasadena and the San 
Gabriel country from the calculations, first 
because Pasadena had formed a water plan 
of her own and second because of the enor- 
mous and disproportionate cost to which 
‘the city would be put to construct a dis- 
tributing system for that part of the coun- 
ty, taking into account, also, the inadequate 
returns therefrom. He presented figures 
for Cahuenga, Redondo, Inglewood, Provi- 
dencia, Glendale, McClay, Mission Fernan- 
do, Chatsworth and Los Angeles city dis- 
tricts, with an elaborate set of plans and 
calculations, showing the cost per miner's 
inch and the cost per acre that would re- 
ceive the water. | 

These figures were for districts that 
could be readily supplied and in which all 
that was necessary was for the districts to 
get together and arrange for the construc- 
tion of the conduits and distributing sys- 
tems. The principle on which the entire 
report was written, in accordance with the 
policy of every preceding Public Service 
Commission, was that the districts outside 
of Los Angeles must, df course, pay for 
their own pipe systems and a fixed price 
for the water. This they were ready to do, 
and if the Public Service Commission had 
acted, the systems would now be nearly 
ready. 

Business men—men of sense, breadth and 
forethought—after following the work of 
the present commission, are alarmed to 
find that nothing practical has been done 
along the lines of the Mulholland report-— 
that, on the contrary, the present board has 
deliberately side-tracked that report and 
the recommendations of the chief engineer, 
and for some reason has taken up a project 
of supplying Pasadena and the San Gabriel 
country with the water, on an estimate 
that 7000 inches will be required there—or 
approximately 128,520,000 galions daily. To 
supply this territory will involve an initial 
cost of $4,000,000; a tunnel four miles 
long will have to be constructed, which 
would take at least two years, and, in the 
meantime, while the tunnel was being 
bored, the commission is talking of run- 
ning a pumping plant. The total income 
annually on this, if 7000 inches were taken, 
would amount, at 2% cents an inch-hour, 
to over one-quarter of the cost, but the 
commission has received only a tentative 
bid for 1116 inches, and has no contract 
or anything else with Pasadena or any 
other community. | 

Although not a cent of income will be 
coming into the city’s treasury through the 
failure of the present Public Service Com- 
mission to carry out the plans approved 
by its predecessors, the business commu- 


| nity is deeply interested in finding that the

March could be passed to the districts and 

to the buyers who have applied for it and 

for the distribution to all of which districts 

plans have long been in the possession of 

the present Public Service Commission, all 

this enormous load of taxation would be r 
moved, and the city would actually enjoy 

an income from the aqueduct amounting to 
more than it has to pay out now for sink- 
ing fund coupons. 

In the meantime, some of the districts 
that originally were considered as prob- 
able customers for water from the aque 
duct have passed out of that category. For 
instance, there is the nearest district—San 
Fernando Valley—and the one with the 
greatest possibilities in a like area. During 
the last city campaign, and even before that, 
there was talk from every Socialist platform 
and from the petty politicians around the 
Mayor's office in the City Hall about the big 
“land grabbers” in the San Fernando Val- 
ley, and how a flood of water was to be 
poured down at the dity's expense upoa 
their great holdings in that region. Well, 
as every man and woman who knows any- 
thing about land holdings and realty in 
general around Los Angeles is aware— 
everybody, in fact, except the small-caliber 
politicians and the present members of the 
Public Service Commission. and even in- 
cluding devious and defeated Job Harri 
man — these large holdings have been 
mainly cut up into scores of small 
ranches, and have been sold to own- 
ers of moderate means. Thousands of 
these purchasers have bought property and 
are making their homes there. The land 
which so recently was a great grain field 
is now the scene of a populous community 
of small farmers. The transformation is 
well-nigh complete and is wonderful in the 
successes achieved. Aqueduct power? 
These people can do without it. They have 
been and are developing their own water 
supply, and have not asked the city for any 
exclusive right to a gallon of the aqueduct 
surplus. They have sunk many wells, and 
are having such success with them that 
they are delighted. They are so nearly inde 
pendent that they are not in the market 
for water at all. And yet they are just the 
sort of water users that the city most needs 
as its patrons, and if they can yet be se 
cured on fair terms they will in the aggre 
gate pay into the coffers of the municipality 
in every year, and in all the years, immense 
sums of water-rent money. 

Anyone who will take the trouble to ask 
some Of these hardy and confident land- 
holders settled on their small ranches, 
where they are developing a new field of 
fertility famous throughout the whole of 
Southern California, will realize in an in- 
stant that this prime fact in itself an- 
swers all the false and absurd charges of 
the campaign of last year—and since. It 
finally d completely disposes of the silly 
delusion that the “big land grabbers” had 
the aqueduct built solely and exclusively 
to furnish their lands with water! They 
are not asking for the water at all; they 
have sold most of their lands there, and 
they have no apologies to make, for their 
transactions in this bold and beneficial 
project have been as luminous as the sun. 

Finally, “The Times,” for the purpose of 
driving home the argument still more ef- 
fectively, declares its belief that there 
never was seen such an exhibition of in- 
competence, inaction and inefficiency on 80 
large a scale, as has been exhibited by the 
officialg concerned in this vital problem of 
preparing to effectively dispose of the 
Owens River Aqueduct water when it shall 
be brought to our very doors for distribu- 
tion to unnumbered users who will take it, 
use it, and pay for it under the plan origl-

In 
some of these engagements they 
worked in the trenches with the 
soldiers, loading the guns and carry- 
ing ammunition from place to place 
along the line of battle.

Chained to a cot in the Receiving 
Hospital to prevent his escape, his 
head’ swathed in bandages which hid 
a number of scalp lacerations and his 
body covered with bruises and con- 
tusions, W. R. Riley, an IWW. agi- 
tator, was served with a warrant yes- 
terday morning by Patrolman Croft. 
The warrant is predicated on a com- 
plaint charging the man with having 
interfered with a patrolman. Under 
guard Riley was removed to the Coun- 
ty Hospital, where he was chained to 
another cot until his physical condt- 
tion will permit his arraignment be- 
fore Police Judge Frederickson. 

Riley is one of five men who at- 
tacked Patrolman Croft at Second and 
Los Angeles streets early yesterday 
morning and forcibly took from him 
two drunken I.W.W's, who had been 
creating a disturbance. 

In the fight that ensued Riley was 
knocked down four times by Croft, 
who was forced to use his club. While 
lying in the gutter, Croft says Riley 
grabbed him by the legs and attempt- 
ed to bite his ankle. To save himself 
from the cannibalistic tendencies of 
the unruly LW W., Croft kicked him 
in the face and head. 

When Croft attempted to enter a 
saloon into which his two prisoners 
had escaped, J. J. Carnes, another I. 
W. W. agitator, blocked his way. Croft 
knocked Carnes senseless by a blow 
on the head with his club. In the in- 
terim the two drunken 1.W.W’'s had 


escaped. 

Carnes was arraigned before Judge 
Frederickson and was sent to jail for 
ten days. 

J. E. Sims, another I.W.W. leader. 
who created a disturbance earlier in 
the evening at Second and Los Angeles 
streets, and who resisted Patrolman 
Croft when he placed him under ar- 
rest, was sent to jail for twenty days. 


PASADENA MAN INVOLVED. 
Question of Liability of Stockhold- 
ers of a North Carolina Bank to 


Come Before Judge Weliborn. 

The ruling of Judge Wellborn of 
the United States District Court to- 
day on a demurrer to a complaint 
filed by W. W. Jones, receiver of the 
Western Carolina Pank of Asheville, 
N. C., against F. P. Perkins of Pasa- 
dena will go far toward determining 
whether Perkins shall be compelled 
to pay $16,000 on account of the 
stockholders’ liability clause of the 
laws of North Carolina. 

The complaint alleges that Perkins 
purchased 640 shares of the capital 
stock of the bank, whose par value 
was $16,000, and that it was voted by 
him through his attorney, Lewis Mad- 
dux, until it was assigned to Carl J. 
Bitzer, on October 7, 1897, five days 
prior to the time when the bank made 
an assignment for the benefit of its 
ereditors, to Maddux and L. P. Me- 
Leod, as assignees and trustees. 

Later the Battery Park Bank, a 
ereditor, instituted an action, on be- 
half of itself and others, to set aside 
the deed of assignment, and the Su- 
perior Court of Buncombe county ap- 
pointed George H. Smathers and IL. 
P. McLeod as receivers. McLeod re- 
signed, Smathers was removed, and 
the orator (Jones) was appointed re- 
ceiver. 

A suit was then brought to enforce 
the liability clause on the holdings 
of the stockholders, and a judgment 
was secured ordering them to pay the 
full par value of the shares of stock 
held by the respective shareholders 


on October 12, 1897. 


The prayer of the petition is that 
the pretended assignment be canceled 
and that the defendant, Perkins, be 
compelled to pay the amount involved 
($16,000) into court. 

The demurrer denies that jurisdic- 
tion of the court; sets out that Bitzer 
should have been made one of the 
parties defendant to the action; that 
the suit is barred by the statute of 
limitation, as it was brought more 
than three years after the alleged 
liability was created; that the bank

that he has a married daughter in 
this city but who she is he will not 
tell. “She knows nothing about my 
disgrace,” he said yesterday, “please 
do not ask me anything about her;

Osborne served as a private in Co. 
M, Fourth Regiment, and Co. B, 
Ninth Regiment, New York Cavalry, 
during the Civil War. Among his ef- 
fects are letters written just before 
the battle of Gettysburg to His moth- 
er, Mrs. H. C. Osborne, of Brooklyn, 
detailing the story cof the preparations 
for the great fight. He was with 
Sheridan in the Shenandoah Valley 
‘and scouted the rebel position before 
the fight at Winchester. 

After the war Osborne settled in 
Brooklyn and entered the gas fixture 
business. Here he began the profes- 
sion of counterfeiting. He claims that 
he was initiated into the mysteries 
of the business by his partner. He 
Was arrested and sent to Auburn 
Penitentiary for two years. Water he 
was arrested with another partner in 
Chicago, on the charge of counter- 
felting and sentenced to ten years in 
Joliet. He served but two years of 
the term, being pardoned by Pres- 
dent Cleveland. Among his effects is 
a postal card signed by Mrs. Grover 
Cleveland, dated Washington, D. C. 
July 3, 1885, acknowledging the re- 
ceipt of a petition to the President 
for Osborne's perden that had been 
sent to the executive mansion by Os- 
borne’s wife. Later on, Osborne re- 
warded the wife by allowing her to 
get a divorce from him on the ground 
that he had failed to provide. 

His next venture was securing a 
patent for the water elevator. A 
company capitalized at $100,000 was 
formed for its promotion. Much of the 
capital was subscribed but Osborne 
says it was spent in pushing the en- 
terprise; that one of the reasons for 


the registration is now 206,000, with 
the primary lists to close on August 3, 
only fourteen working days away.” 

Political prophets are already pre- 
dicting a light vote at the primary 
election on September 3. They de- 
clare that very little interest is being 
manifested by the men: and women 
who took part in the Presidential 
primary, and that candidates in cir- 
culating their petitions, find many who 
say they do not intend to vote in 
September.
